He was entirely correct in this. 
But in typical Hoover manner, he 
ignored the fact that it was the 
Republican Congress and its pro- 
tective tariffs which caused Eu- 
rope’s economy to crash. He did 
not note that we had, at the 
behest of our major investment 
interests, carried out a policy 
of lending Europe money to buy 
from us, while at the same time 
refusing to buy from them. He 
did not say that when the flood 
of loans ebbed, even higher tar- 
iffs were adopted which 
wreck FEurope’s economy 
plunge our own to new and des- 
perate lows. 


Wilson Message 


Since Mr. Hoover has injected 
himself into the news as a 
prophet, it is proper to refer here 
to the last veto message by Wood- 
row Wilson. He wrote it on March 
3, 1921. In that message he said: 

“If we wish to have Europe 
settle her debts, governmental or 
commercial, we must be prepared 
to buy from her, and if we wish 
to assist Europe and ourselves 
by the export either of food, of 
raw materials, or finished prod- 
ucts, we must be prepared to wel- 
come commodities which we need 
and which Europe will be pre- 
pared, with no little pain, to send 
us. 

“Clearly, this is no time for 
the erection here of high trade 
barriers. It would strike a blow 
at the large and successful ef- 
forts which have been made by 
many of our great industries to 
place themselves on an export 
basis. It would stand in the way 
of the normal readjustment of 
business conditions throughout the 
world, which is as vital to the 
welfare of this: country as to 
that of all the other nations. The 
United States has a duty to it- 
self as well as to the world, and 
it can discharge this duty by 
widening, not by contracting, its 
world markets.”’ 

It is no coincidence that now, 
on March 3, 37 years later, the 
same mentality is trying to de- 
feat a foreign aid bill because it 
permits a limited amount of for- 
eign trade. 


Europe’s Economy 


These interests cannot fail to 
know that if they succeed in ma- 
terially hurting the President's 
bill, Europe’s economy will soon 
slide downward. They also can- 
not be unaware that if this hap- 
pens, our own will, in good time, 
descend with it. 

Yet, they may succeed in doing 
just that. 


Their arguments are no more 
valid than in 1921. The effect will 
be the same. Yet, somehow it 
seems that many Americans 
never learn. We cannot grievously 
damage the whole economy to 
protect a small segment of it . . . 
which segment would, in turn, 
suffer with the rest when the de- 
pression worsened—as it would. 

Yet, here comes Herbert 
Hoover—surely a well meaning 
man, a good and faithful servant 
of his country—yet preaching a 
doctrine which meant catastrophe 
in 1921—and which has that same 
meaning today. It has all the 
obtuseness of Calvin Cooledge’'s

The potentiality of Naval oper- 
ations in the Arctic, notwithstand- 
ing the ice barrier, was demon- 
strated last summer when the 
atomic submarine Nautilus spent 
five and a half days under the 
Arctic ice and traveled to within 
180 miles of the North Pole. 

In the view of top-ranking Na- 
val planners, the Arctic cruise of 
the Nautilus presaged a new day 
in Naval and missile warfare—a 
day when atomic submarines 
armed with long-range ballistic 
missiles will be able to lurk vir- 


tually undetectible under the Po- 


thin enough to break through and 
launch a retaliatory fussilade of 
missiles. 


MORE SUBMERGED 


In the coming months {ft is 
planned that atomic submarines 
will make more submerged 
cruises into the arctic sea, ob- 
taining such information as the 
thickness of the ice cap and the 
depth of the Arctic Ocean. 

The Value of the atomic sub- 
marine for Arctic research was 
pointed up by Cmdr. William R. 
Anderson, skipper of the Nautilus, 
who said the submarine last year 
gathered ‘100 times more (scien- 
tific) information” than all pre- 
vious arctic expeditions.

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Crisis in Education 


Remains With Us 


In his straightforward address to At- 
lanta school teachers recently, U.S. 
Commissioner of Education Lawrence 
Derthick, a native Chattanoogan, again 
warned that the Russians recognize edu- 
cation as their master weapon in the 
struggle to win world domination. 

“They have been tooling up for in- 
creased education for many years,” Dr. 
Derthick declarede “and since World War 
II their production has gone into a crash 
program. When such impressive educa- 
tional endeavor is controlled by the Com- 
munist Party for the sole purpose of serv- 
ing the aggressive expansion of commu- 
nism, we must face the fact that what 
goes on in American classrooms over the 
next decade is critical.” 

This nation, said Dr. Derthick, stands 
at a day in history when it must concern 
itself with the basic problems of sur- 
vival. This view received the full backing 
of Dr. Wernher von Braun in his address 
here Friday night. 

Today the country faces a major 
brainpower shortage. Almost 200,000 of 
the top 30 per cent of those who gradu- 
ate from high school do not go on to col- 
lege. 

Here in Georgia, for example, of 137,- 
500 students who started out in the first 
grade in 1944-45, only 29,000 or 21 per 
cent were still in school for the 12th 
gradé in 1956. Only 3.2 per cent of these 
beginning students entered college and 
only 15 per cent of those who actually 
graduated did so. 

While nobody wants to “out-Soviet 
the Soviets.” every community and every 
government structure in the nation must 
take a new look in the task of strength- 
ening our educational efforts. 

What can be done to ease the growing 
shortage of teachers, to encourage devel- 
opment of better curriculums including 
math, science and languages, to stop 
wastage of our best talent and build the 
classrooms we need? 

New York Times columnist, James 
Reston, says correctly thus far very lit- 
fle has been done. But he, like Dr. 
Derthick, points out that while we cannot 
all participate in building space ships and 
rockets, ordinary citizens can sit on 
school boards. 

Ordinary citizens can inquire into the 
state of education in their schools. They 
can demand standards of study. They can 
influence their children to prepare for and 
serve the state and nation. 

The Russian challenge can and must be 
met through the combined efforts of 
every local community in the land.

Problem of Auto Smog 
Is of Growing Concern 


The automobile as the last and so far 
uncontrollable major source of the nox- 
jous fumes that regularly besmirch the 
atmosphere of American cities igat last 
getting the attention deserved. 

Thus far, says a group of experts now 
studying the problem, automobile manu- 
facturers have dragged their feet on 
working up antismog devices. The group, 
composed of 13 experts of the Advisory 
Council to the U.S. Surgeon General on 
Air Pollution Problems, says that atuto- 
created smog has become a nationwide 
menace to health and happiness. 

The facts are, say the experts, that half 
ea dozen major cities—including auto 
headquarters in Detroit—already consider 
auto exhaust fumes a serious problem. 
They hope the auto makers will get busy 
and build a cheap device into new Cars 
which will effectively filter or burn un- 
consumed gasoline vapor: 

S. Smith Griswold, boss of the Los 
Angeles County Air Pollution Control 
District, says he has brought under con- 
trol 90 per cent of the nonautomotive 
sources of emogd in that beleaguered city. 
Thus far he has found no answer to the 
gasoline vapor problem 

Certainly the automobile § industry 
should concern itself with finding a means 
of ending this air pollution which is be- 
coming worse each year. Surely a little 
research can come up with a device to re- 
duce or eliminate the automobile’s con- 
tribution to air pollution. And that’s what 
the experts recommend’

Grand Jury Proposals 
Deserve Serious Study 


Presentments by the January-Febru- 
ary Fulton County Grand Jury were 
constructive and reasonable, pointing out 
critical areas for possible improvement in 
government. 

Traffic on the expressway system is, 
as the jury said, congested and confused. 
It is filled with “weavers” and slow driv- 
ers who endanger their own lives along 
with others whom they involve in wrecks. 
The jury suggests a trial of higher mini- 
mum and maximum speed lanes with the 
state and city cooperating in policing the 
expressway until the slow driver and the 
weaving driver are educated. 

Improvements in route markings and 
the possible use of different-colored signs 
to designate different routes and exits 
was another sensible suggestion. By all 
means let us have some cooperative study 
of these proposals. 

The jury asked that all taxi compa- 
nies be subject to “metering” on each pas- 
senger picked up at the airport. This 
method, which would bring in increased 
revenue, was offered as a superior substi- 
tute to the present single company con- 
tract. It has the ring of merit and cer- 
tainly the airport committee planning for 
the new terminal should give it serious 
attention. 

The jury proposed also an improve- 
ment in food service at the airport termi- 
nal, Air transport is less and less a luxury 
item. The aircoach and the increase in 
feeder ¢+ines have made the airplane a 
common carrier in fact as well as well as 
in official destination.

Their united appeal—Truman to 
the Democrats and Eisenhower to the Republicans—is: Don’t kick 


the government's peace budget in 

The fact that the President 
and the former President, Secre- 
tary Dulles and former Secretary 
Dean Acheson, Vice President 
Nixon and Adlai Stevenson — all 
of whom would rather criticize 
than support each other — joined 
forces to persuade Congress to 
support the mutual security pro- 
gram, the reciprocal tr ex- 
tension, the mnfofmation program 
and related measures to wage the 
peace—this testifies to the depth 
of their conviction that failure 
to do so would be fatal folly. 

Obviously thesé political leaders 
are here putting the nation above 
party politics in a way which de- 
serves admiration. 

But there are legitimate politi- 
cal dividends at stake in the ulti- 
mate congressional vote on these 
issues. Truman and Eisenhower 
are discerning them ahead of 
most others. 

Obviously no congressman is 
going to make many votes for 
himself because he supports arms 
to our allies or economic aid or 
reciprocal trade or an expanded 
U.S. information program. Some 
might even lose votes. 

But Truman has seen that if 
the Democrats in Congress, while 
pressing for ever larger arma- 
ments spending, roll up a sub- 
stantial vote against the sum- 
total of the measures needed to 
wage the peace, the Democratic 
Party runs the risk of standing 
before the country as a “war 
party.”

Géorgia basketball history books will record 
1958 as the year that Atlanta’s one-two-three high 
school teams finished two-three-one in the GHSA's 
state Class AAA tournament. 

This also is destined to be hailed as the ‘‘Mor- 
ris Mitchell Year,”’ because those among the 16,- 
438 who paid for pews in Alexander Coliseum dur- 
ing the four-day, 16-team tournament will swear 
that no player in the event's 37 years could have 
dominated it more than the 6-5, 215-pound young- 
ster who shot and rebounded Coach Bennie Davis’ 
darkhorse Murphy quintet to the crown. 

The thing that was phenomenal was that three 
City League teams—Murphy, Brown and North- 
side—should finish in the first three places in a 
state meet, because only three previous times 
have teams from one city reached the finals. 

Murphy, then coached by Joel Eaves, lost to 
Roosevelt in the 1949 finals, 29-23. Columbus High 
nipped Jordan of Columbus in the 1944 finals, and 
Columbus Baker shaded Jordan in the 1956 title 
game. 

The player who was phenomenal was Mitchell, 
who appropriately shot the basket that handed 
previously unconquered Brown a 50-48 defeat in 
the third overtime period, both of the last two 
extra sessions being played on a “‘sudden death” 
basis. (The first team to go two points ahead

He 
(or she) is a friend’s child who 
either is parked with us for the 
afternoon or, heaven forbid, has 
been invited to spend the after- 
noon. 
The child usually looks like 
a cherub. The fiendish ones 
often do. As he kisses his 
mother goodby, he is sweet, lov- 
ing, meek, and mild. Five min- 
utes later, you rue bitterly the 
kindly impulse that let you give 
him asylum for the day.

As far back as I can remember I've carried the torch for the 
public library. But sometimes I remind myself of an elderly swain 
trying to pay court to a giddy youngster. It’s not, I hasten to Say 
a matter of age. 

The public library system of the United States must be fully 
as old as I am. It’s a matter of stamina. I simply can’t keep up 
with my obligations to the library. 


I love the Atlanta Public Library and all of its branches. | 
visit it frequently. I’m never so happy as when lost in its stacks, 


looking for one particular volume but deliciously sidetracked by so 
many others. 


But like the swain who has stood up his beloved one on many 
occasions, I'm never certain of my reception at the library and 
I am inclined to duck my head and scurry in, striving for the 
safety of the reference department or the mezzanine microfilm 
machines before they can get me at the desk. And that shows 
you what a guilty conscience does for you because in all the years 
the library and I have traveled together nobody has ever, ever 
made me feel unwelcome. On the contrary, they treat you as nice 
as if you weren’t eternally in arrears. 


This may be due to the fact that there are so many of us 
library patrons in the same boat—people who seem afflicted with 
a congenital inability to get a book back on time... or at all. 
People who wouldn’t steal a slice of bread from a neighbor wil] 
keep a book they don’t even like on their shelves for months .. . 
while the fines pile up. I. know because right now I owe $2 on a 
copy of “Julius Caesar,” which my youngest child took out on my 
card months ago, although we have at least three other copies of 
our own in the house. 


The other night I summoned such courage as I possess and 
approached the desk boldly. I have come, I said, to face my sins 
and to do penance. How many books do I owe you and how many 
fines? . 


To do her justice, the lady back of the desk didn’t turn a 
hair. She hauled out my card and did some arithmetic and gave 
me the total without reproach or recrimination. 


“I’m ashamed,” I muttered. 


“Don’t worry about it,” she said soothingly. “A young man 
was just in here to straighten out his card—and he paid $13 in 
fines.”’ 


Maybe that’s one of the reasons my devotion to the library 
hasn’t faltered or failed in the face of so much guilt. Associating 
with all those books has made philosophers out of all the librari- 
ans. They aren’t shocked by much of anything in the: human race. 
If you can get into heaven by confessing your sins and repenting, 
they figure the same process makes you an honored guest in the 
library. 


Even murder doesn’t upset them. You can wander into the 
reference department, bless it, and say candidly: “I’m thinking 
about poisoning somebody with a native plant that grows along 
the Georgia coast. What do you suggest?” 


It may be that the lady at the desk recognizes your interest 
as literary—or maybe not. Anyhow she riffles through an index 
file, writes down the name of a book by a University of Georgia 
botanist on poison plants in Georgia and directs you to, of all 
places, the stacks on Business & Industry!

By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 
| The cause of lung cancer has 


‘not been established definitely. 
\Many top specialists are con- 
_vineed that smoking is responsi- 
| ble and are continuing to push 
| research to accumulate more evi- 
| dence. 


Individual studies from several 
countries are in agreement that 
the risk of lung cancer increases 
in proportion to the duration of 
the use of cigarettes and the quan- 
tity of smoke inhaled. 


Tobacco manufacturers and their 
advisers are not ready to accept 
this as proof. 

The opinion of the practicing 
physician varies with his experi- 
ence. It is difficult to convince 
Dr. A. that a relationship between 
the two does not exist when his 
last two lung cancer patients 
were heavy smokers. The only 
man on the staff of one Chicago 
hospital who developed this type 
of malignancy was aé_ chain 
smoker. 

The tarlike substance in tobac- 
co smoke is suspected of being 
the irritant. This had led to the 
development of filters. The Sloan- 
Kettering Institute for Cancer Re- 
search has found that the smokers
